DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This action is in response to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences 
decision filed 11/30/09 and Applicant's amendment filed 4/12/10. Claims 1 and 11 
have been amended. Claims 1-22 are pending. 

2. The previously pending rejection to claims 1-10 under 35 USC § 101 has been 
withdrawn.

In the claims: 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A non-transitory computer-readable medium storing software 
that when executed is operable to cause a processor to perform the steps of: 
receive a plurality of decision inputs; 
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convert a first plurality of said received decision inputs to a plurality of graph 
representations; 

convert a second plurality of said received decision inputs to a plurality of 
mathematical representations; 

decompose said converted first plurality of said received decision inputs and said 
converted second plurality of said received decision inputs to a plurality of sub- 
problems; 

detect a plurality of strongly-connected components associated with said plurality 
of sub-problems, each of said plurality of strongly-connected components representing 
a connection between at least two of said plurality of sub-problems; 

and solve said plurality of sub-problems.
